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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
For the year 1927 


At the end of the year 1927, which has brought much to be 
thankful for, our memory goes back vividly to the recollection 
of Mr. Wade and Mr. King, whose deaths in the spring of 1926 
so saddened us. Their liberal gifts, wise guidance, and kindly co- 
operation are still fresh and beautiful memories, inspiring us 
constantly to our best service in behalf of this institution, whose 
welfare meant so much to them. 

The year 1927 has brought some significant happenings, of 
which special donations of the John Huntington Art and Poly- 
technic Trust are the most notable. The increased contribution 
of the Trust for operating expense ($120,000), coupled with care- 
ful economies, enabled us to close the year without a deficit; and 
the liberal special grants for purchases ($220,000) made 
possible outstanding accessions, some of which have not yet 
been announced. The special grant of $18,000 made possible 
alterations and repairs necessary to accommodate new demands 
for service. 

The officers continue as at the close of 1926, and there re- 
mains one unfilled vacancy on the Board. 

The recommended budget for the year 1928, amounting to 
$258,000, has been approved. This is $10,715 more than that of 
the current year or an increase of 4.33%. Even with increased 
appropriation from the Huntington Trustees, the Museum 
faces the possibility of a deficit in 1928. The difficulty in main- 
taining the rate of income secured the last few years from the 
General Endowment Fund and the Membership Endowment 
Fund makes a lessened income almost certain and emphasizes 
again the urgent need of both increased endowment and a far 
larger number of members. To these tasks we must set ourselves 
resolutely during the coming year. 


THE TRUSTEES 


Fortunately no loss occurred in the Board during 1927;* the 
vacancy caused by the death of Ralph King in 1926 has not 
been filled. 


*David Z. Norton died on January 6, 1928. 
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The Board held only seven meetings during the year, absences 
from the city making a quorum impossible on the remaining 
dates. Much important business was given careful considera- 
tion, and the Director and Staff wish to express to the Trustees 
sincere appreciation of their splendid support. 


THE ACCESSIONS COMMITTEE 
Ten meetings were held; and perhaps no year has seen more 
significant purchases, many of which called for courage and 
foresight. The Committee has supported the Director and the 
curators in their recommendations and should receive full 
credit for any success which may attend our buying program. 


THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 

The duties of this important committee increase yearly, as the 
funds of the Museum are enlarged. This year many reinvest- 
ments in the General Endowment and the Membership Funds 
have been called for, and the new endowment received from 
Mrs. L. E. Holden in cash has had to be invested. The members 
of the Committee have succeeded in finding dependable secur- 
ities earning about six per cent. Their service is of the greatest 
value to the Museum. 


THE GENERAL ENDOWMENT FUND 

Once more attention is called to the need of further increasing 
the General Endowment Fund to provide sufficient income to 
meet the operating expenses of the Museum. Without a con- 
siderable addition of principal this year the Trustees face a 
probable deficit in 1928 and an almost certain deficit in 1929. 


THE ADVISORY COUNCIL 

We have to report the death of William R. Huntington, a mem- 
ber of the Council since its organization, son of John Hunting- 
ton, one of the Founders of the Museum. David S. Ingalls was 
appointed a Councilor at the Annual Meeting. The Council 
constitutes a valued group of advisers to whom the members of 
the Staff frequently go for advice. The Trustees greatly appre- 
ciate their codperation. 

THE STAFF 

The resignation of Theodore Sizer in June to accept an impor- 
tant appointment at Yale University was fully reported in the 
Bulletin. We were fortunate in securing as his successor in the 
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Department of Prints and Drawings, Henry Sayles Francis, 
formerly in the Print Department of the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston, who came to us in October. 

The following Staff members were granted leaves of absence 
of various periods for travel and study: Mr. Howard, Mr. 
Milliken, Mr. Quimby, Miss Underhill, Miss Thwing, Miss M. 
Bloomberg. 

At the close of the year Mrs. Whiting resigned as Assistant to 
the Director after having served efficiently for more than ten 
years. Appropriate resolutions were passed by the Board in 
appreciation of her services. 

The bonus payment of June 30, amounting to $7,075.00, was 
made to 69 employees, of whom 27 had served six years or more 
and received the maximum payment, as against 24 last year. 
It is felt that there was never a finer spirit throughout the 
organization than at the present time. 

During the winter thirteen staff meetings were held, on alter- 
nate weeks except when the Director was absent. These meet- 
ings serve to keep the Staff in constant touch with the work of 
all departments and lead to understanding and sympathetic 
codperation in our common undertaking. 

Meetings of the curators have been held also when matters of 
special importance for their joint consideration arise. 


MEMBERSHIP 

The report of Mr. Frary on page 45 shows what a fine record 
the Membership Department has made during the past year, 
the total of 5681 being the highest point yet reached, a net gain 
of 513. The total receipts were $52,685, of which $10,705 was 
added to the Membership Endowment Fund, leaving only 
$41,980 available for expenses. A much larger number of mem- 
bers is needed to insure the continuous development of the 
Museum’s work. 


ATTENDANCE 
In 1927 the total attendance registered was 304,759, an increase 
of 22,491 over the previous year. Of these only 11,496 paid 
admissions. Of the visitors recorded, 102,703, or about one- 
third, came for lectures, talks, classes, library work, or con- 
sultation. This is a large increase in the total number com- 
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ing for special service and indicates a serious use of the Museum 
by 16,776 more people than in 1926.

FINANCES 
The cost of running the Museum is shown on page 8g. Again an 
unusual effort at economical administration was made by all 
departments, resulting in a saving over anticipated expenses 
sufficient to enable us to close the year without a deficit, and 
to free for purchases the balances in the Ellenberger and Hark- 
ness Fund income accounts. This was largely due to the gener- 
ous additional contribution from the John Huntington Art and 
Polytechnic Trust, which contributed $120,000 for 1927 and 

has pledged the same amount for the coming year. 

The financial tables on page g1 will show those who are 
interested the sources of income and the approximate principai 
value of funds established with trust companies or held by the 
Museum. The comparative tables of expenses and income are 
on pages 92 and 93; and the table of income from the endow- 
ment and other restricted funds, on page go. 


ENDOWMENTS 

Late in the year we received by deed of gift the sum of $150,000 
from Mrs. L. E. Holden, already a Foundation Benefactor by 
reason of former gifts, to establish the Delia E. Holden Fund. 
The income, and under certain conditions the principal, is 
available for the purchase of paintings to be added to the 
Holden Collection. Mrs. Holden took advantage of this occasion 
to modify her original contract with the Museum, removing 
restrictions which she realized hampered the wise development 
of the Collection. For her wisdom in this matter we are quite as 
much indebted to her as for the splendid endowment fund which 
she has so generously given. 


BEQUESTS 

The executors of the will of Mrs. John Ranney advise us of a 

bequest of $10,000, which will probably be paid in May, 1928. 
Thus is made evident a very real interest, which will be per- 

petuated by further service, made possible by the Mary S. 

Ranney Endowment Fund, which is entirely unrestricted. 
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No bequest has been paid during the year, nor has any further 
advice been received of provisions made in the wills of those 
who died during 1927. 

As there seems to be a widespread belief that the Museum 
has benefited largely by bequests in the past, the following facts 
may be of interest. 

Since the Museum was incorporated in 1913 many people 
have passed away who had been connected with the Museum 
or its predecessor organizations, either as trustees, councillors, 
committee men, or members, and of this really large group, 
representing a vast total of estates, only a few have remembered 
the Museum in their wills; a list of those who have by bequest 
endorsed its work is given below. 

In addition to the great lifetime gifts of Mr. and Mrs. J. H. 
Wade (land, endowment, and works of art totaling in value 
several millions of dollars) and to Mrs. L. E. Holden’s gifts, 
which have made her a Foundation Benefactor, seven indi- 
viduals have contributed between $100,000 and $200,000 each 
(average $116,634) and are Endowment Benefactors; three have 
contributed between $50,000 and $100,000 each (average 
$70,114) and nine between $25,000 and $50,000 each (average 
$36,788) and are Benefactors. In other words, besides John 
Huntington, Horace Kelley, Hinman B. Hurlbut, Mr. and Mrs. 
J. H. Wade, and Mrs. L. E. Holden, no individual has be- 
queathed or given a total value in excess of $200,000 to the 
Museum, and gifts exceeding $25,000 have been received from 
only nineteen individuals, the sum of whose gifts, over fifteen 
years, amounts to $1,158,333 or an average of $61,000 each. 
This indicates a keen interest by a few people, but not the large 
number of great gifts which the Museum is supposed to have 
received. For a list of donors of $25,000 or more see page 97. 

Has the Museum failed to make its needs understood, or is 
there some other reason to explain the fact that of many people 
known to be interested in the work of the Museum few have 
made provision in their wills for the carrying on of that work? 

Since 1915 the cost of operating the Museum has increased 
from less than $50,000 to over $250,000 per year, which amount 
is more than double the income of the two trusts for which we 
operate the building. It will thus be seen that more than half 
the cost of running the Museum must now be raised from other 
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sources than the income from the trusts established by John 
Huntington and Horace Kelley, who built the Museum for the 
benefit of all who can enjoy and use it. 

We are trying to build a financial structure as sound and 
enduring as the building we occupy. The Trustees are giving 
earnest consideration to the serious financial problems involved. 
Bequests or gifts for endowment, preferably unrestricted, are 
urgently needed in order to safeguard the Museum for the 
future and to insure that the work we are doing shall be con- 
tinued without interruption. 

A liberal bequest is the final evidence which any one can give 
us of interest in the Museum and confidence in its management 
and ideals. 

In addition to the bequests by the three original Founders of 
the Museum, John Huntington, Horace Kelley, and Hinman 
B. Hurlbut, the following bequests have been received: 


1915. Dudley P. Allen (Trustee), Trust Fund of $150,000; income 
available for purchases of art objects. 

1916. Mary Warden Harkness, New York, works of art and 
$100,000, to establish the Charles W. Harkness Endow- 
ment. Income unrestricted. 

1917. A. W. Ellenberger, Sr. established a trust, valued at about 
$200,000, for the benefit of the Museum after certain life 
interests expire. Income available for purchases. 

1920. Ella A. Stone provided for a trust fund of $100,000 after 
several life interests have expired. Income to be restricted 
to purchases. 

1923. Liberty E. Holden (former Trustee of Kelley Foundaticn) 
$50,000 for endowment. Half of income for care of or addi- 
tion to Holden Ccellection; half for lectures. 

1923. Francis A. Hilliard left about $6,000 as the Eleanor Hilliard 
Memorial Fund. Income unrestricted. 

1924. Mariett Huntington (former Trustee) portrait of Wash- 
ington attributed to Gilbert Stuart. 

1925. Hermon A. Kelley (Trustee) bequeathed 200 bocks and 
$10,000 for a Library Purchase Fund; the bequest invali- 
dated under Ohio law because of time limit, but made geod 
by his heirs. 

1926. Ralph King left no will but his family gave, to be entered 
as a bequest, works of art valued at about $15,000. 

1927. Mary S. Ranney provided for a bequest of $10,000. 


In addition to the above, bequests of works of art have been 
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Jacopo Robusti, called Tintoretto, Italian, 1518-1594 
The John Huntington Collection, 1927 
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made which are much appreciated for themselves and as evi- 
dence of interest in, and approval of, the work of the Museum 
by: 
Mary Cowles Chisholm, Mrs. Edward A. Conger, Henrietta 
Baldwin Morris, Georgie Leighton Norton, Frederick C. Taylor, 
Mary C. Taylor, and Elizabeth Turner White. 


THE COLLECTIONS 


The curators’ reports indicate that the collections have been 
notably enriched during 1927, while negotiations are under way 
for other important accessions which will not be received until 
after the close of the year. 

The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust has again 
provided a very liberal sum, which enabled us tosecure a superb 
Gothic tapestry and a painting by Tintoretto, and to negotiate 
for a very important marble sarcophagus, which will arrive in 
January, and other objects still under consideration. 

There were added to the collections 1285 items, 394 by gift 
and 891 by purchase; and in addition g items of unusual impor- 
tance were added by purchase to the Huntington and Hurlbut 
Collections which are listed as loans. Regular loans amounted 
to 1984 items. 

Much attention has been given to the care of the collections 
and to improved installation. We have again been gratified at 
the commendation received from eminent authorities as to the 
importance of our accessions and the soundness of our buying 
policy—our intention being to buy only objects of the first 
quality. 

EDUCATIONAL WORK 
A careful reading of Mr. Howard’s report on page 51 is urged, 
for it contains a statement of the utmost importance to all who 
are concerned with the influence of the Museum now and in the 
future. 

Once more we can record a year of sympathetic and helpful 
association with the staffs of the Public Schools and of The 
Cleveland School of Art. 

Miss Horton and Miss Malin have continued to represent the 
Public Schools. Changes were made in the classroom to provide 


a small office and coat rooms, which have added greatly to its 
convenience. 
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Once more mention must be made of the fact that the work 
with children cannot progress in numbers for lack of room. Over 
seven hundred children come to the Museum for the Saturday 
morning work, and many are turned away who cannot be 
accommodated. The need for a Children’s Museum was never 
so urgent; and it is hoped that a great lover of children will, 
during 1928, furnish funds for the proposed building on the 
land which Mr. Wade provided just before his death. 


MUSIC 
The place which the Museum can take in the musical life of the 
city is pretty well established. The emphasis is entirely on the 
encouragement of an appreciation of the best music through its 
interpretation and through the opportunity given to hear works 
which cannot profitably be given elsewhere. Our hall is ideal 
for chamber music, and at every musical event it is necessary 
to turn people away..Considering the standard maintained, this 
is a remarkable achievement. Those who enjoy these charming 
occasions should feel forever grateful to Mrs. P. J. McMyler, 
Mrs. Raymond Elliott Lawrence, and Mrs. Charles F. Briggs, 
whose generous endowment has made the continuance of this 
work possible. 
RADIO 
An experiment has been tried the past few months in broad- 
casting certain programs through Station WHK. The first 
request was for organ programs, and later for brief talks by 
staff members at 7:30 on Friday evenings. These were followed 
by talks for children on Sunday afternoons. At the close of 
the year the program was as follows: 
Wednesdays and Fridays at 5:30 and Sundays at 5:15, 
organ recital of thirty minutes. 
Friday evenings at 7:30, ten minute talks by Staff 
Members. 
Sundays at 5:45 (2 each month), fifteen minute stories 
for children by Miss Gibson. 

This experiment seems to have unusual significance, as we 
can through the radio reach a far greater audience than is 
possible otherwise. Unfortunately, no allowance for this expense 
is included in the 1928 budget; and we are dependent upon 
contributions from those who believe the work has value to 
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supply the necessary funds, which will amount to about $2,000 
for a fairly adequate program. I believe that we have a re- 
sponsibility in matters of taste and standards in music and art 
appreciation in this new educational field. In no service can we 
do more effective work for the sum expended than in this new 
field of radio programs. 


THE LIBRARY 
The report of Miss Sill on page 60 again indicates how steadily 
the importance of the Library and its work grows. 

The income available from the Trustees’ Purchase Fund, 
The Hermon A. Kelley Art Library Fund, and The Eleanor 
Hilliard Memorial Fund, has provided a sum which has per- 
mitted the purchase of books which have long been needed; and 
in addition purchases have been made from a special fund, 
provided by Edward B. Greene late in 1927, for books of 
special use to the Print Department. 

Additional endowment to insure income available for book 
purchases is needed, if the Library is to meet the growing needs 
of the curators. Every important object purchased for the 
collections makes necessary the adding of a number of new 
books to the Library. 

EXHIBITIONS 
Fewer special exhibitions than usual were held because the size 
and cost of the Foreign Section of the Pittsburgh International 
Exhibition made it necessary to be content with a smaller num- 
ber in addition. Ni.:eteen exhibitions were held, listed on page 
79, of which a number were held in the Children’s Museum or in 
the Educational Corridor on the ground floor. 

The three regular annual exhibitions were held, and an 
exceedingly important showing of Drawings by Old and Modern 
Masters. The year closed with a memorial exhibition of oils by 
Thomas Eakins, Albert P. Ryder, and J. Alden Weir, which 
attracted wide attention and continued into January.

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THE PRINT CLUB 


The remarkable development of the Print Collection is largely 
due to the interest aroused and maintained by The Print Club, 
an auxiliary organization “not for profit” incorporated in 1919 
to further the interest in prints in the community. 

Four meetings of The Print Club were held during the year, 
all at the Museum. 

At the Annual Meeting on February 8, Louis R. Metcalf 
spoke on “The Ideal Print Lover and His Reward”; on April 
27, Miss Elizabeth Luther Cary spoke on ‘“‘American Etchers 
and Etching”; on November 28, Henry Sayles Francis spoke 
informally on the exhibition of drawings in Gallery IX; and on 
December 12, John Taylor Arms spoke on “The Making of an 
Etching,” giving a complete demonstration of the process in- 
volved. 

The Publication for 1927 (No. 4) was an etching by Mr. Arms, 
“St. Paul, Alpes Maritimes.” The original drawing, the plate, 
and one proof have been presented to the Museum. 

The total receipts for the year were $5,633.90; the expenses 
were $5,219.23, including the cost of 71 prints and g drawings 
purchased for presentation to the Museum. Most of these were 
purchased for the Club in Europe by Mr. Sizer. 

The officers at the close of 1927 are as follows: President,

THE FRIENDS OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


This important group of friends who desire to aid in building up 
the collections of the Museum made their initial gift the paint- 
ing by El Greco (presented in 1926 as a memorial to J. H. 

The second 
purchase is a primitive of great importance, Southern French or 
Spanish, dating about the year 1425.

THE FINE ARTS GARDEN 

This is the name recommended for the garden development 
around the pond in Wade Park, which forms the new foreground 
for the Museum. Much progress was made in the planting dur- 
ing the past year. All of the architectural details and the grading 
were finished, and the paths laid out in the rough. There 
remains the completion of the basin and fountain group at the 
Museum end, and Chester Beach is at work on the full-sized 
models for these and the zodiac figures. The competition for 
the figure at the Euclid Avenue end, to be contributed by Mrs. 
B. P. Bole, was won by Frank L. Jirouch, who is completing 
the full-sized model. It is now hoped that the garden will be 
finished and the sculptures installed by the fall of 1928. 

Thanks have already been extended to those who have so 
generously contributed to this beautiful garden, which at last 
gives the Museum an adequate setting: but the result is so 
significant that we must once more extend our thanks to City 
Manager Hopkins and his associates in the City Hall; to Mrs. 
John Sherwin, President, Mrs. Andrew Squire, Secretary, and 
to Mrs. T. P. Howell, Chairman of the Special Committee, of 
the Garden Club, and to the other members of that Committee, 
for the fine initiative which started the enterprise, and the 
splendid “carry through” which has assured its successful 
completion. 

We again express our thanks to the following contributors:

Too much emphasis cannot be laid on the value of this 
unusual codperative venture, in which public and private funds 
are being used to beautify the Park and furnish an adequate 
setting not only for the Art Museum but also for the Natural 
History Museum and the other buildings being planned around 
University Circle. 


THE BUILDING 


The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust made a spe- 
cial extra grant of $18,000, which permitted certain important 
changes called for by new conditions. These included an office 
and coat rooms at one end of the classroom; rearrangement of 
the photographic studio and printing shop; replacing lighting 
fixtures for the top-lighted galleries; protecting skylight walls 
on the roof with copper; and other matters of less importance. 
Every effort is made to maintain the building in perfect repair, 
and thanks are due the Superintendent for his watchful care 
and efficient management. His report is on page 62.

THE CLEVELAND CONFERENCE FOR 
EDUCATIONAL COOPERATION 


The Conference during the year progressed to another stage. A 
Committee on Planning was appointed to guide the work of 
committees in definite research projects, as follows: W. G. 
Leutner, Chairman, Miss Mildred Chadsey, H. N. Irwin, and 
G. C. Robinson, with Miss Grace M. Beaven as Executive 
Secretary. Offices have been established in the new Graduate 
School Building at 11105 Euclid Avenue, furnished rent free 
by Western Reserve University. 

The reports of all but one of the original Functional Com- 
mittees have been completed; and the first one to be published, 
that on Adult Education, is now in press. 
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A University Circle Planning Commission has been organ- 
ized to study the building problems facing the Educational 
Institutions grouped around the Circle. John L. Severance and 
William G. Mather have been appointed to represent the Museum. 

A grant of $50,000 from the Carnegie Corporation provides 
for the operating expenses of the Conference and of the Adult 
Education Association until 1930, by which time it is hoped 
that some means will have been discovered to provide for per- 
manent financing. 

The work of the Conference, in this transition stage, called 
for much of the Director’s time, as he continues to act as 
Secretary. Over forty meetings on Conference matters were 
attended during the year. The proposed cultural center at the 
Carnegie West Branch Library is to be started early in 1928 as 
an introductory experiment in combining the services of the 
Library, the three museums, and other conference agencies. 


NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 

The Annual Meeting of the American Association for Adult 
Education was held in the Museum on May 16, 17, and 18. 
Cleveland was chosen for the organization’s second annual 
meeting because of interest in the Cleveland Association for 
Adult Education and in the Cleveland Conference for Educa- 
tional Codperation; and as Secretary of the latter, your Director 
presented the report on the organization and methods of the 
Conference. The meetings were well attended and full of inter- 
est, and brought to the Museum a group of people sympathet- 
ically concerned in many of our problems. 

The Director continues as a member of the Board of The 
American Federation of Arts, and was elected second Vice 
President at the Annual Convention held in Boston; Mrs. 
Whiting, Mr. Frary, and Mrs. E. W. Haines of Cambridge also 
attended as delegates from the Museum. The Director presided 
at the sessions on The Allied Arts, at which the principal 
speaker was Ralph Adams Cram, whose paper led to spirited 
discussion. Three meetings of the Executive Committee and 
Board were held in New York, at which plans for an enlarge- 
ment of the Federation organization and work were decided 
upon. Special grants by the Carnegie Corporation have made 
this enlarged program possible; and Alexander Trowbridge of 
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New York has accepted appointment as Director of the Feder- 
ation, dividing responsibility with Miss Mechlin, who has so 
long carried the burden alone. She will be now free to devote 
herself still more effectively to certain phases of the work in 
which she is especially interested. 

The annual meeting of the American Association of Museums 
was held in Washington from May 22 to May 25. The Director 
attended, with Mrs. Whiting and Mr. Frary as delegates. He 
continues as a member of the Council and of the Executive 
Committee and presided at the first afternoon session when 
educational problems were discussed with increasing interest, 
the members adjourning only to resume their discussion after 
dinner. He also attended several important committee meetings 
in New York during the year. 


COOPERATION 
Special mention should be made of the generous codperation 
of Edward S. Harkness, whose relinquishment of a life interest 
brought to the Museum in December nine important paintings, 
which complete the Charles W. Harkness Gift bequeathed by 
Mary Warden Harkness. 

We wish to record again the fine codperation we have received 
from Cleveland newspapers and other publications, which have 
given us most sympathetic assistance in presenting our work to 
their readers. We have all been saddened by the death of Ben- 
jamin Karr on December 5. He had long been editorial writer 
and art critic on The News and The Leader and had given us 
most intelligent assistance, showing a keen sympathy for all our 
efforts to make the Museum increasingly useful. 

Another newspaper writer who has given us her very best 
aid from the beginning is Miss Jessie C. Glasier, who has now 
found it advisable to live in a southern climate. We express to 
her our appreciation for all that she has done for the cause of 
art in the years of her service in Cleveland. 

It is gratifying that students of the School of Art, the School 
of Architecture, and the high schools have made increased use 
of the Library and the collections. 

As heretofore, a second half-year course has been given by 
Mr. Quimby for pupils in the Kingergarten-Primary Training 
School and The School of Education. Mr. Quimby has con- 
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tinued, by direct engagement, his work as organist and choir- 
master at Adelbert College, and also gave a course in the appre- 
ciation of music, which attracted a good enrollment. We wish 
there might be similar contacts to bring the Museum closer to 
other student bodies. 

The Director has for the eighth year served as a member of 
the City Plan Committee of the Chamber of Commerce and as 
Chairman of the sub-committee on medal awards. He also 
served on the Advisory Committee for the School of Applied 
Social Service, and Mr. Howard is once more a member of the 
Board of the Adult Education Association. 

The Director has continued as a member of an Advisory 
Committee of the Carnegie Corporation and of the American 
Academy in Rome. 

During the year, by vote of the Trustees, loans were made to 
the following institutions: 

Fine Arts Gallery of San Diego 
Pennsylvania Museum 
Akron Art Institute 

The hospitality of the Museum was offered to a number of 
conventions and teachers’ institutes, notably the National 
Education Association and The American Association for Adult 
Education. 

The Director and other members of the Staff have on many 
occasions been called on for advice and assistance in matters 
covering a wide range of subjects. Such service is gladly given 
and frequently makes new friends for the Museum. 

An increasing number of distinguished visitors come each 
year, many of them from abroad. Perhaps the most notable for 
1927 was Prince William of Sweden, who proved an interested 
and most discriminating visitor with a keen sense for fine qual- 
ity in objects of art. Dr. E. E. Lowe, Director of the Museum 
at Leicester, England, was a delightful and stimulating visitor, 
who was studying American museums on behalf of the Museum 
Association of Great Britain. Later in the year Sir Robert Witt, 
well known for his important library in London, visited us on 
behalf of the Royal Commission on Museums and Galleries of 
England, leaving many new friends on our staff. A number of 
European experts have come and left behind them pleasant 
memories of appreciation and friendliness. 
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The curators are constantly asked by private owners for 
advice regarding objects; and while this calls for much time, it 
is a helpful and necessary part of our service to the community. 

The Director attended the opening of the splendid new build- 
ing of the Detroit Institute of Arts in October; he went to 
Columbus to appear before a committee of the legislature on 
behalf of the Conference in March;and on five occasions attend- 
ed meetings of national organizations in New York. In addi- 
tion to these out-of-town calls, and the conventions in May, he 
attended in Cleveland upwards of sixty meetings having some 
bearing on the work of the Museum or the art interests of the 
city. 

The Director, Mr. Milliken, and Mr. Francis have each 
addressed the morning assembly at the School of Art; and Mr. 
Frary has given an evening course at the School. 

The Director is Chairman of the Jury for the Mary A. Warner 
Fund, and the Museum is custodian of this collection, purchased 
by the city from the income of the Bequest of Mary Warner. 
The collection consists of works by Cleveland artists, usually 
selected from the May show, and is circulated mainly among 
the libraries and schools of the city. 


In closing this summary for 1927 I wish to express to the 
members of the Staff, and to all other Museum employees, my 
thanks and those of the Trustees also, for their loyal and de- 
voted service to the Museum during the past year. We have 
a fine reputation for working happily and effectively together, 
justified by the fine spirit which is largely responsible for the 
success of our work. 

On behalf of the Staff I again extend to the Trustees and 
officers our heartfelt appreciation for their fine support. We 
realize how much we have to be thankful for in this respect and 
pledge our loyal and devoted service in the interest of the 
Museum, the common cause in which we all unite and in which 
we are jointly engaged to serve the public.

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DEPARTMENT OF PAINTINGS 


M. MILtiken, Curator 


The year 1927 has been one of all-round growth in the Painting 
Department. Notable additions have been made by purchase; 
important canvases have been given by generous donors; and 
these accessions have been supplemented by loans and special 
exhibitions. 

The Friends of The Cleveland Museum of Art, formed in 
1925, have this year added a unique panel, an enthroned bishop, 
Southern French or Spanish, dating about the year 1425. This 
second purchase emphasizes the aid this generous group is 
giving, and it is hoped that during the present year others 
interested in the Museum may feel that they too can join in one 
of the various classes and so in this definite way further the 
growth of the collections. 

The John Huntington Collection was greatly enriched by a 
beautiful “Madonna and Child,” by Tintoretto. This outstand- 
ing example supplements admirably other Italian paintings 
in the Museum and adds a fine specimen of the High Renais- 
sance in its coloristic tendencies as expressed in the art of Venice. 

The majority of the other accessions are nineteenth or 
twentieth century, the greater proportion of them examples of 
American art. They are headed by the pair of portraits by 
Gilbert Stuart and the “Portrait of Mrs. West and Her Son 
Raphael,” by Benjamin West, which give renewed importance 
to the Colonial Department. These three canvases came at the 
same time as did two fine early landscapes by Homer D. 
Martin, two by George Inness, and two by Alexander Wyant. 
All nine pictures were bequeathed by Mary Warden Harkness 
to form the Charles W. Harkness Gift, and come to the Museum 
at this time through the generous relinquishment of a life 
interest by Edward S. Harkness. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ralph M. Coe presented a large Inness of the 
Roman Period, “Approaching Storm from the Alban Hills.” 
This fine early canvas shows the artist at his solidest, at a time 
when he was moved by the majestic yet pastoral beauty of the 
Roman Campagna. 

Mrs. Henry A. Everett, always generous with repeated loans 
of American paintings, has this year added by gift two fine 
pictures to the Dorothy Burnham Everett Collection: the power- 
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ful “Head of a Cossack,” an able early work by John Singer 
Sargent, and “‘Jessica,”” by Louis Loeb, which has an additional 
interest to Cleveland as the artist was born in this city. 

One of the finest landscapes of the late J. Alden Weir was 
purchased from the J. H. Wade Fund, and ““Turning the Stake 
Boat,” of Thomas Eakins was an enrichment for the Hinman 
B. Hurlbut Collection. These two canvases by artists dead in 
the past decade represent their varying contributions to the 
history of American Art at their best. A panel by Arthur B. 
Davies, ‘““Hermes and the Infant Dionysus,” was bought for the 
Harkness Collection. This dreamy, colorful work has a full 
measure of the romance and mysterious beauty which fill the 
canvases of this very poetic artist. 

Two paintings by foreigners were bought, “The Country 
Woman,” by the Italian painter, Alberto Salietti, exhibited in 
the Twenty-Fifth Carnegie Institute International Exhibition, 
and a sanguine by the Frenchman, André Derain. Water colors 
by Arthur B. Davies and Charles Sheeler were purchases for 
the Wade Collection; and the Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection 
added four works by Cleveland men: “Behind the Village at 
Biot,” by Sidney Laufman; ‘The Studio Table,” by William 
J. Eastman, a prize picture in the annual local show; and water 
colors from the same exhibition by Paul B. Travis and Paul 
Shively. Gifts of The Cleveland Art Association included “Old 
Peasant,” by the late F. W. Simmons and a striking canvas by 
Ora Coltman, called “Under the Dune.” 

The loan by Miss Myrta Jones of two Italian panels by Neri 
di Bicci and Sano di Pietro should be mentioned here as well as 
the anonymous loan of three fine Spanish panels from a polyp- 
tych. The many loans of Mrs. Henry A. Everett have been 
generously repeated; and “Basque Fisherman,” by Rolf Stoll, 
has been lent by Allan J. Ewing. 

A series of special exhibitions completed the service of the 
Department. These included the Foreign Section of the 
Twenty-Fifth International Exhibition from Carnegie Insti- 
tute, Pittsburgh; the Fourth Exhibition of Water Colors and 
Pastels; a Memorial Exhibition of the Work of Joseph Pennell, 
where water colors and pastels supplemented his graphic work; 
and a Memorial Show for three painters, Thomas Eakins, A. P. 
Ryder, and J. Alden Weir.

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DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 


The Ninth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen, heldin May, surpassed for the sixth consecutive 
year the total sales of preceding years; 251 items were sold for 
a grand total of $14,058.00. The improvement in quality proves 
conclusively that by definite encouragement the level of Cleve- 
land art is being raised and a sure market is being found. The 
Seventh Exhibition of Contemporary American Painting in- 
cluded sixty paintings by leading artists of the country and 
thirty paintings by Cleveland artists. 


DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 
Witiiam M. Mictiken, Curator 
The year 1927 sees the Decorative Arts Department holding to its 
avowed purpose; and although the accessions may not be great 
in numbers, they rank in quality with the most important pur- 
chases of past years. 

Of primary importance is the superb rock-crystal, gold, and 
enamel cross, added to the J. H. Wade Collection; it is German, 
of the thirteenth century, and is reputed to have been the 
Processional Cross of the first Hapsburg Emperor, Rudolph I. 
This cross has a perfection of form which, plus the beauty of its 
material, makes it certainly one of the unique pieces of its kind. 
Of only slightly less interest is a portable altar, Rhenish, about 
1200, fashioned of ivory and enamel and made unquestionably 
in one of the workshops of Cologne. This was a purchase from 
the J. H. Wade Fund also. 

A great acquisition is the unique Perseus and Andromeda 
tapestry added to the John Huntington Collection. French, it 
was in all probability woven at Tournai in the decades around 
1500, and represents at its best the tapestry weavers’ art of that 
time. The maker has achieved the splendid all-over character 
of Gothic design and has added to it the wealth and charm 
of chivalric story. This tapestry fills a long felt want in the 
Museum collections. 

Three illuminated miniatures were bought from the Wade 
Fund. They round out in a fine way the considerable number of 
pages purchased in former years. Two large pages from the 
same book are from the hand of an anonymous, late fifteenth 
century Ferrarese artist of the School of Cossa; and a superb 
“Agony in the Garden,” attributed to Timoteo Viti, was one of 
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the choicest pieces in the well known Edouard Kann Collection. 

German Renaissance art has been quite inadequately shown 
heretofore. Two exquisite boxwood portrait medallions, former- 
ly in the private collection of the Empress Friedrich, purchased 
for the Dudley P. Allen Collection, and a plaque by Peter Dell 
from the Baron Von Kaufman’s collection, a recent acquisition 
from the Wade Fund, show at its best the minute wood carving 
characteristic of many German centers in the sixteenth century. 
These in all probability were made in Augsburg. 

In the field of wood carving a pair of fine gilded armchairs of 
the Louis XVI Period were added. They are signed by Tilliard 
and were purchased for the J. H. Wade Collection. A Spanish 
plane was also presented anonymously for the collection of 
tools given in memory of Dr. Dudley P. Allen. 

A very remarkable group of eleven watches, dating from the 
sixteenth to the seventeenth century, was lent by Carl Marfels 
of Neckargemuend, Germany. Other loans included a tapestry, 
“The Brook,” lent by Mr. and Mrs. Howard M. Hanna, and a 
toddy spoon by John T. Webster. 

The sketch model of the Buffalo on the Q Street Bridge in 
Washington, D. C., by A. Phimister Proctor, was given by 
George D. Pratt; and the monumental group by Alexander 
Blazys of Cleveland, which won first prize in the sculpture 
section of the Annual Cleveland Exhibition, was erected in the 
center of the semicircle to the north of the Museum through 
the generous interest of Mrs. B. P. Bole, Leonard C. Hanna, 
Jr., F. F. Prentiss, and John L. Severance. Several small medals 
were lent, and a group of sculpture by various French and 
American artists was shown through the courtesy of S. P. Halle. 


THE TEXTILE COLLECTION 


GERTRUDE UNDERHILL, Assistant Curator in Charge of Textiles 


During the past year the Textile Collection received some 
notable accessions, fifty-eight pieces in all. Eleven embroideries 
from the Greek Islands were added to an already important 
series of eighteenth and early nineteenth century peasant 
needlework. Examples of Italian velvets, Hispano-Moresque 
silks, and Persian brocades, and three small fragments of 
oriental carpets were rare additions to an earlier historic series. 
All of the above were purchases from the J. H. Wade Fund.

DEPARTMENT OF ORIENTAL ART 


Purchases and gifts of thirteen examples of French printed 
cottons of the eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries are 
interesting types of the famous foi/es de Fouy. Of these ‘soiles 
several were gifts of Miss Myrta L. Jones, Mrs. Frederic A. 
Whiting, and Miss Frances Morris. Other gifts were two pieces 
of lace given by Mrs. John Jackson, a piece of Madeira em- 
broidery from Mrs. James A. King, a piece of eighteenth century 
Chinese velvet from H. A. Elsberg, an American bonnet from 
Miss Emma Brassington, an American gown from Miss 
Marguerite Thomas, and five French and Italian textiles from 
George W. Bierce. 

Three special exhibitions were held in the Textile Study 
Room during the year: Early European Brocades, Velvets, and 
Damasks from the Museum Collection; Embroideries of the 
Greek Islands; and French Printed Cottons of the Eighteenth 
and Nineteenth Centuries. The last was a section of a larger 
exhibition which was held in Gallery X, where painted and 
printed fabrics from India, Java, France, and England were on 
view. These fabrics were lent largely by collectors of New York 
City. During the month of November the laces from the 
Museum Collection were exhibited in Gallery X. 

The Textile Collection has been used to a considerable extent, 
as formerly, by classes from the College for Women and the 
high schools of the city, by special study groups of women’s 
clubs, and by small groups of interior decorators. 


DEPARTMENT OF ORIENTAL ART 


In Cuarce, Henry Say_es Francis 


Activity in the Oriental Department for the year 1927 has 
been temporarily at a standstill on account of the resignation of 
the Curator in June. 

An East Indian anklet was given to the Department by Mrs. 
Marianne M. Henry; and two books and twelve drawings 
on rice paper were given by Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Scofield. 

While in Europe Mr. Milliken acquired three rug fragments, 
purchased by income from the J. H. Wade Fund: one a Persian 
sixteenth century woolen animal rug with a crouching leopard; 
the second from Asia Minor, a so-called Damascus rug of the 
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sixteenth century with a flower design; and the third, an Indian 
seventeenth century silk velvet rug with a medallion of flowers. 
These are also mentioned in the report of the Textile Collection. 

An exhibition of Japanese color wood block prints from the 
Wade and Whittemore Collections was held in February and 
March; and an exhibition of Chinese pottery of the Sung, Yuan, 
Ming, and Ch’ing Dynasties, lent by Mrs. Ralph King, was 
shown from July through December. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS 


Henry Say es Francis, Curator 


Although the Department of Prints and Drawings statistically 
showed a decrease in the number of accessions during 1927, 
from the point of view of quality it maintained successfully its 
former high standard of excellence. Merely the mention of two 
very notable recent accessions will bear out this assertion. The 
first is a superb drawing by Honoré Daumier, ““Connoisseurs,”’ 
purchased for the Dudley P. Allen Collection and acquired 
for the Museum by Mr. Sizer at the sale of the Bureau Col- 
lection in Paris last May. This fine drawing is a well known 
example of Daumier’s work. The second distinctive piece, ac- 
quired for the J. H. Wade Collection from the exhibition of 
“Drawings by Old and Modern Masters,” held at the Museum 
in November, is a portrait drawing in pencil by J. A. Dominique 
Ingres, “Madame Raoul-Rochette.” 

In addition to these, as gifts of The Print Club, came four 
drawings: “The Jockey,” by Degas; ““The Mender,” by Camille 
Pissarro; “Melancholy,” by Odilon Redon; and “Reclining 
Woman,” by Henri Matisse. These pieces greatly strengthen 
the ranks of the drawing collection. 

Upon Mr. Sizer’s departure for Europe in August, 1926, The 
Print Club voted him funds for the purchase of prints as gifts 
to the Department. He succeeded in getting forty-nine in all, 
including a fine Schongauer Crucifixion; a superb impression of 
“The Prodigal Son,” by Lucas van Leyden; twenty-three etched 
designs after Watteau by contemporary French etchers; 
eighteen lithographs by Odilon Redon in two sets, ‘“‘Homage de 
Goya” and “Temptation of St. Anthony”; and five colored 
lithographs by Henri Monnier.

The Print Club has also presented the Museum with a num- 
ber of prints by modern American and French artists, and this 
has helped greatly to make the modern group in the collection 
more representative than it has ever been before. 

A group of etchings by Waterloo was the gift of Grover 
Higgins; other gifts to the Department were made by the Ohio 
C. Barber Estate, Mrs. B. P. Bole, John T. Coolidge, Jr., Miss 
T. G. Frederick, Philip L. Goodwin, Mrs. E. S. Jordan, Norman 
Kent, George D. Pratt, Mrs. F. F. Prentiss, and Theodore Sizer. 

In addition to the drawing by Daumier, nine prints were 
purchased from the Dudley P. Allen Fund, including a fine 
impression of the engraving, “An Elephant with Howdah,” by 
Martin Schongauer, and two woodcuts by Lucas Cranach. 

On page 79 of this report the exhibitions of the Department 
for 1927 are recorded. Of unusual interest was the Pennell 
Memorial Exhibition, made possible through the kindness of 
Mrs. Pennell and of local collectors. Another exhibition of more 
than usual interest was the Exhibition of Drawings by Old and 
Modern Masters, held in Gallery IX. It covered the field thor- 
oughly from the fifteenth century to the present day and in- 
cluded important loans from the J. P. Morgan Collection; from 
the Paul J. Sachs Collection, Fogg Art Museum, Cambridge; 
from the following Cleveland collectors: Charles T. Brooks, E. B. 
Greene, Miss Lucy Greene; L. C. Hanna, Jr., Mrs. E. S. Jordan, 
Mrs. Ralph King, Mr.and Mrs. Malcolm McBride, E. L. Whitte- 
more, L. B. Williams, and from a number of other collectors as 
well as of artists. 

Loans for additional exhibitions have been made as follows: 
portrait prints, E. B. Greene; etchings by Mary Cassatt, 
Charles T. Brooks; portraits by Strang, L. B. Williams; wood- 
engravings by Timothy Cole, Willard M. Clapp. 

One of the most important activities of a useful department is 
the lending of reproductions of prints and drawings to students 
and teachers. It is a satisfaction to note that during the last 
year, the Department has grown in this respect. Through 
gift, one hundred and eleven facsimile reproductions of draw- 
ings were added; and seven hundred and ten were purchased 
through the Dudley P. Allen Fund, making a total of eight 
hundred and twenty-one.

DEPARTMENT OF CLASSICAL ART 


RossirErR Howarp, Curator 


The Classical Collection has received additions during the year 
of some fifteen Greek works of art, besides a Minoan stone 
petal bowl, the first Minoan object in the collection. Some half 
dozen terra-cottas are all of high quality, particularly a very fine 
Aphrodite of the third century B.C. 

Among the vases there is a large Dipylon vase, a loutro- 
phoros, of the sixth century B.C., and a beautiful white lekythos. 

There is an extraordinarily fine bronze statuette of Apollo of 
the fourth century B.C. in the tradition of Praxiteles. This is one 
of the finest of its kind in the world. Another bronze is an ar- 
chaic Ionic griffin head, evidently the handle of a bronze amphora. 

A limestone relief of Hermes and Ares is a peculiarly viva- 
cious bit of Greek sculpture, recalling the little frieze from the 
Mausoleum of Halicarnassus. An unusually beautiful head of 
Alexander the Great in Pentelic marble, an Alexandrian work 
of the early Hellenistic period, came as a gift from Mrs. Ralph 
King. The other accessions mentioned are purchases from the 
Wade Fund, the Harkness Fund, and the A. W. Ellenberger, Sr. 
Endowment Fund, with the exception of a little terra-cotta 
cock, a gift from Joseph Brummer. 

During the summer the loggia in the Garden Court was plas- 
tered to make a background for the classical sculpture, which 
had, up to that time, been at a disadvantage against the 
brick, so handsome architecturally, but never intended as an 
exhibition background. The collection is very much more 
attractive in its present setting.

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DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 


Artuur W. Quimsy, Curator 


While the greater part of the Department’s activities has pro- 
ceeded along more or less established lines, there has been going 
on as well a certain amount of experimentation and develop- 
ment. The most notable change has been the establishment of a 
complete series of choral music events both with the organ and 
a cappella, the interest of the midweek organ recitals has been 
increased by the addition of soloists. Other developments will 
be listed in succeeding paragraphs. 

Perhaps the most important series of presentations continue 
to be those given on the third Friday evenings of each month 
during the lecture season. Four of these were devoted to “The 
Chamber Music of Johannes Brahms,” a series commenced in 
the preceding autumn, which, when completed in May, 1928, 
will have brought before Museum audiences all of Brahms’s 
music in that genre. Explanatory talks are given at 7:30 on these 
evenings for the benefit of those who desire to study the music 
before hearing it. 

One Friday evening, a Sunday afternoon, and a Wednesday 
evening were devoted to music by Beethoven in commemora- 
tion of the one hundredth anniversary of his death. Other 
Fridays brought a program of harpsichord and clavichord music 
by Lotta Van Buren, the “Stabat Mater” of Pergolesi (on 
Good Friday evening), and a lecture-recital of Russian music 
by Lydia Kniagevitch. 

Sunday afternoon events were given once a month, the most 
important of which was the lecture-recital by Ottorino Respighi, 
the distinguished Italian composer, assisted by Elsa Respighi, 
soprano, in a program of his own compositions. This was made 
possible through codperation with The Cleveland Orchestra. 
Other Sundays included the presentation of Ernest Bloch’s 
“Concerto Grosso”; two programs by the Museum Chorus, one 
dealing with English Ayres and Madrigals,the other with excerpts 
from “Le Roi David” by Arthur Honegger; and finally “Le 
Jongleur de Dieu,” a Christmas play adapted by Katharine 
Gibson of the Educational Department, with music selected by 
the Curator, produced by the Saturday morning music classes 
for members’ children. 
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Wednesday evenings found choral music becoming more and 
more popular until in October a choral series was instituted, 
presenting one such program a month. During the final months 
of 1927 there were programs by the choirs of St. Theodosius 
Russian Orthodox Church, St. Ann’s Church, and The First 
Baptist Church. These programs sound especially effective in 
the cathedral-like atmosphere of the Armor Court and the 
Garden Court. 

Organ recitals were given once a month in alternation with 
the choral events. These were given by the Curator except one 
by Louis Vierne, the organist of Notre Dame Cathedral in 
Paris, one by Lynnwood Farnam of New York, and the two 
summer recitals, one by John Gordon Seely of Toledo and the 
other by Edwin Arthur Kraft. 

Half-hour organ programs were given every Sunday afternoon 
at 5:15 except during July and August. The plan of presenting 
the same program every Sunday in each month was continued, 
for many people take advantage of this opportunity to study 
more carefully the music presented in this way. 

An evening of music by Cleveland composers was given in 
connection with the Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen, when compositions by Quincy Porter and 
Arthur Shepherd were presented. 

Saturday morning classes in music for members’ children 
were held as before. Mary Sanders of Laurel School acted as 
assistant until her resignation at the end of the school year 
when her place was taken by Willian Beaumont, also of Laurel 
School. The Music Department codperated in the Saturday 
afternoon entertainments for children and took full charge of 
one entertainment each month. 

The second half-year course for teachers was given for the 
Kindergarten-Primary Training School and The Cleveland 
School of Education. The latter group came only for the illus- 
trations, having done the preparatory work at school. 

One of the outstanding departures from established practice 
came in the form of broadcasting. Beginning in September, 
all the Sunday afternoon organ recitals were broadcast. Special 
radio recitals were also given on Wednesdays and Fridays 
at $330.

DEPARTMENTS OF MEMBERSHIP AND 
PUBLICITY 
I. T. Frary, Secretary 
MEMBERSHIP DEPARTMENT 


The Membership Department has a diversity of functions. It 
secures new memberships; it keeps membership records; it 
makes out bills and receives membership dues. It is in charge 
of the mailing list, which it endeavors to keep correct and up- 
to-date; it mails out the monthly Bulletin, weekly post cards, 
and the Annual Report; it makes out statistical lists monthly 
for publication in the Bulletin, and yearly for the Annual 
Report. The Department issues invitations for receptions and 
private views, and codperates with other departments in 
planning activities for the benefit of members. It handles all 
the routine work of the Saturday morning classes except that 
which pertains to actual teaching; it maintains an informa- 
tion desk in connection with lectures and recitals, at which it 
issues passes to members who come without their membership 
cards. 

In short, this Department maintains all contacts between the 
Museum and its members, trying to study the needs and wishes 
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of the latter, to initiate new policies that seem desirable, and to 
correct those that seem undesirable. The aim is to build up a 
large and enthusiastic membership for the two-fold purpose of 
providing financial support, and of creating a wider interest in 
the finer things of life, an interest which it is the province of the 
Museum to foster and cultivate. 

The statistical table* gives in detail the record of the Depart- 
ment’s work, but it may not be amiss to call attention to the 
net gain of 513 members during the year. This gain has been 
made in spite of heavy losses, such as have been sustained dur- 
ing the past year by practically all large organizations. To re- 
place these losses and build up an actual net increase has taxed 
the ability of the Department to the utmost, and only the con- 
scientious efforts of every one in it have made this showing 
possible. 

The number who are taking higher class memberships as a 
means of increasing their support to the Museum is gratifyingly 
large. The payments on such memberships, when transfers are 
made to the Life class or to Fellowships for Life or in Perpetuity, 
are credited to the Membership Endowment Fund, thus provid- 
ing a fixed, permanent income. As such memberships are with- 
out further dues, these transfers cause a decrease in receipts as 
shown on the membership report, while they actually add to the 
Museum’s Membership Endowment Fund, and therefore to the 
income, through endowment earnings. 

The total collections for the year were $52,685.00, of which 
$10,705.00 was credited to Membership Endowment. This 
Fund now amounts to $248,082.60 and during the year yielded 
an income of $15,624.80. 


PUBLICITY DEPARTMENT 


A review of the Publicity Department’s work for the past year 
emphasizes the change which is taking place in its aims and 
activities. 

Organized in 1921 for the purpose of making the Museum 
known to the public, it has developed into what might be called 
a department of educational extension work. Aside from the 
publication of calendars, and printed announcements of lectures, 
recitals, and exhibitions, the greater portion of the material 


sent out by it is of an informative nature. Through newspaper 
*See page 4g. 
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stories, criticisms, editorials, and illustrations, magazine articles, 
radio talks, and other forms of publicity, thousands of people 
are reached who might otherwise never have contact with those 
subjects and influences which the Museum fosters. Such casual 
contacts, it is hoped, will in many instances lead to definite and 
lasting interest. 

The lectures and other programs given in the lecture hall can 
at best reach but small audiences; the audiences reached through 
the printed page and the radio are practically unlimited in size. 
Into these published articles and radio talks is compressed in- 
formational material of the same quality as that heard in the 
lecture hall; it is so prepared as to interest, and prove of value 
to, the great number who do not find it possible to come to the 
Museum. These outside audiences are numbered by the hun- 
dreds of thousands, while our lecture hall audiences are num- 
bered by the hundreds. 

The printed or spoken word, however, is an inadequate means 
of interpreting works of art that are made to be seen; and so 
photographic reproductions of the Museum’s treasures are 
given widespread publication. Not only do local papers publish 
them, both in their news columns and in rotogravure sections, 
but magazines and books in this country and abroad are making 
constant use of Museum material for illustrative purposes, so 
that the Cleveland collection is rapidly gaining an international 
reputation. 

Records show a constantly increasing amount of space 
devoted to the Museum; and this year as usual a definite gain 
has been made, in spite of the fact that a serious loss was 
sustained by the suspension of one of the local daily papers. 
About 20,000 inches of material pertaining to the Museum has 
been clipped during the past year from newspapers and other 
publications throughout the United States and Europe. 

An increasing number of small publications are borrowing 
the Museum’s half-tone plates; there is a growing call for spe- 
cial articles, both from Cleveland and from out of town; and the 
finest codperation is accorded the Museum by the local papers, 
which are ready at all times to publish material which extends 
the influence of the Museum. 

The experiment of broadcasting from the Museum through 
station WHK has been carried on for nearly four months, the 
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first program having been given by Mr. Quimby on the Mc- 
Myler organ on September 11. It is impossible to estimate 
results as there is no way of ascertaining the number of people 
“listening in” or what their reaction may be. It is evident, how- 
ever, that those listening to the radio at one time would make 
an audience far outnumbering the total of the lecture hall 
audiences for an entire season. 

The following resumé indicates the scope of our programs as 
already carried out: On Wednesdays and Fridays at §:30 and 
on Sundays at 5:15 p.m. thirty-minute organ recitals have 
been given regularly by Mr. Quimby. The Wednesday evening 
programs will not be continued, nor will the Friday afternoon 
programs. But in the place of the latter, noonday recitals of 
twenty minutes will be given for school children; this is done at 
the request of the Public School Department of Music. On 
Friday evenings at 7:30, ten minute talks are given by members 
of the staff. On Sunday afternoons, twice a month at 5:45, Miss 
Gibson gives a fifteen-minute talk for children. 

A severe loss has been sustained by this Department in the 
death of Benjamin Karr, whose art column in The Cleveland 
News contributed greatly toward developing public apprecia- 
tion of the Museum and its work. 

Through the removal of Miss Jessie C. Glasier from the city 
another staunch friend of the Museum has been lost so far as 
active codperation is concerned. To her initiative is due in 
large degree the present position of art in the pages of local 
papers. Miss Glasier’s place as art critic for the Plain Dealer 
has been taken by Miss Grace V. Kelly, whose knowledge of the 
subject and individual manner of presentation have made her 
writings respected by the artistic fraternity and interesting as 
well as instructive to the public. 
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DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATIONAL WORK 


RossirEr Howarp, Curator 


There was an increase in the work of the Department of about 
ten per cent as measured by attendance. The increase was 
largely in the work with adults, and this is gratifying because 
the adult work has heretofore lagged behind that with children. 
To be sure, several thousand of the increase was due to a 
multiplication of conventions, a matter of pure accident; but 
even aside from that element there has been a genuine increase 
all along the way. 

Attendance at Sunday afternoon talks has developed satis- 
factorily; that at Friday evening lectures rather less so. Mr. 
Martin’s classes have grown, and have been attended by the 
students of The Cleveland School of Architecture: one course 
has been on the history of architecture, one on Italian painting. 
The Curator has continued his Saturday morning course for 
public school teachers and Museum members. He has also 
continued a course of lectures on Renaissance art at The 
Cleveland Institute of Music: Miss Horton has continued her 
class in the teaching of art appreciation under The Cleveland 
School of Education. The teachers’ meetings which Miss Horton 
held so frequently a year ago have not been called during the 
past year because of the appointment of a teacher of art 
appreciation in the Public Schools. This work has, therefore, 
not been dropped but has been carried over from the Museum 
into the schools. 

Further to develop adult class work both within and without 
the Museum, the Department has engaged Charles F. Ramus, 
of Denver. His first responsibility will be, in codperation with 
The Cleveland Conference for Educational Codperation, to 
install art exhibits at the Carnegie West Branch Library, 
in connection with the exhibits of other museums, and to start 
perhaps some class work there. He will also have a class for 
Museum members in art analysis, and will feel out the oppor- 
tunities for adult work in the city. 

The teachers of the Board of Education, Miss Horton and 
Miss Malin, have turned their attention largely to the sixth 
grade. The reason for this is that this grade offers a unique 
opportunity. The children, at an age of eagerness and receptiv- 
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ity, are given in school a survey of the story of civilization; and 
the Museum collections offer historical illustration in the art 
of Egypt, Greece, Rome, and the Middle Ages. It has been the 
objective to make two Museum visits possible for each child 
during this period. We have been able to reach four-fifths, 
however, of the sixth grade classes. This has been accomplished 
at the expense of much of the work which was formerly done 
with the junior high schools. The program for the junior high 
schools has been diversified to meet the needs of classes study- 
ing art, history, English, geography, and the social sciences. 
Additional work is being done through conferences with teachers 
and through lessons given in the school buildings to help in the 
effective use of slides and photographs lent by the Museum 
Library. At this point there is a large field for the editing of 
groups of lantern slides with rather full information for the 
teacher, these groups to be lent to school classes in preparation 
or as follow-ups for Museum visits, or simply as additional 
visual material for school work. The Educational Museum of 
the Board of Education already has had a number of such 
groups of slides edited at the Museum in consultation with Mr. 
Gregory and wishes much more such material. This we plan 
to work on the coming year without too much sacrifice of 
teaching hours; but we must clearly face the fact that time 
spent in editorial work cannot also be spent in teaching. Such 
work implies study, and it is a needful change from teaching 
if the quality of the teaching is to be kept alive. 

The Educational staff has continued to take the younger 
classes from the Cleveland Public Schools, many of the high 
school classes, and all of the work with the private, parochial, 
and suburban schools, and with the colleges. 

The most important general change in the work of the 
Department has been with the special children. In 1926 Miss 
Gibson started on Saturday mornings a sort of informal class 
for children who had the right neither of members’ children nor 
of special talent. While all the classrooms were crowded with 
regular classes, she sat in the lobby and gave out paper and 
pencils to be used in the galleries, and offered what advice she 
had time for. In this way she got hold of a number of children 
who really deserved places in the advanced drawing classes. 
The number of such children grew so that in the fall of 1927

we doubled the number of special classes, bringing in a new 
teacher to take charge of the new groups. Even with two 
teachers for these classes and twice the number of classes the 
competition was kept keen. Any child who fell a little below 
the level was asked to fall out and make room for some child 
who was better able to hold the pace, so that there has been 
constant shifting and promotion. 

Twenty-four children went on to The Cleveland School of 
Art, eleven having scholarships generously granted by the 
School. One of the children won the competitive high school 
examination for a scholarship at The School of Art. Seven of 
the older boys and girls exhibited in the annual exhibition of 
the Work of Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen. The success of 
the Museum children cannot be claimed as the result of 
Museum instruction. Several of them never had instruction 
here; but what is of importance is that the Museum found the 
children, saw that they had opportunity to go on with their 
art education in spite of economic difficulties, and has kept 
them in touch with the collections and with the staff. We believe 
the staff has been helpful, but our faith is in the inspiration of 
the Old Masters. 

Mrs. Dunn has continued the extension work with the Branch 
Libraries, in lending the reproductions given by The Print Club 
and providing drawing materials. This has uncovered many 
gifted children. She has also added regular monthly conferences 
with branch librarians. The Public Library, incidentally, has 
begun sifting literary and poetic talent among children, as the 
Museum has for some time been doing in the field of art. In 
connection with the special children, too, it is interesting to 
note that the Settlement Union at its annual meeting at the 
Museum decided to make its study for the year the subject of 
the talented child in various fields. Mrs. Dunn’s conferences 
with the Playhouse Settlement and Paul Travis brought about 
interesting developments in the study of African art. The Karamu 
Theatre decorated their building with primitive designs of their 
own people; and they also decided to give a number of per- 
formances to raise money for Mr. Travis to spend during this 
year in Africa. He will purchase African objects of artistic and 
scientific interest, the material to be offered as gifts to those 
Cleveland museums which it can best serve. 
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As a further broadening of the work with special children 
Miss Gibson has started training a group to tell Museum 
stories on Sunday afternoons. This affords some study of 
folklore and the life and art of divers peoples, as well as practice 
in writing and public speaking. Offering the result to an actual 
public affords both high incentive and a sharp test of success. 

In May the Department issued a new edition of the pamphlet 
explaining its work and underlying principles. The first edition 
was issued in 1922; it seemed wise not only to report new 
activities but to reéxamine in staff meeting all of our operations 
in the light of what principles of art and teaching we could 
agree upon after our five years of staff discussion of these things. 
The pamphlet was prepared especially for two conventions 
which were to meet in Cleveland, that of The American Asso- 
ciation for Adult Education, meeting at the Museum, and that 
of The Progressive Education Association. A second pamphlet, 
descriptive of public school work in the museums, was prepared 
in codperation with the public schools and The Cleveland 
Museum of Natural History. 

The aim for the lending collections has been to improve the 
quality of the exhibits and through Mrs. Ruggles’s ingenuity to 
make them more timely and useful. Purchases have been made 
to round out existing groups of material and several new groups 
have been added. The greatest number of additions have been 
in the field of American Indian art. Indian material is con- 
stantly in demand for classes visiting the Museum and for loan 
to schools studying Indian design. The objects added this 
year are of good quality and have already proved useful. 
Interesting toys, such as the carved wooden animals, we have 
acquired constantly. We could use many more if we could find 
them. The interest in early manuscripts and printing and the 
whole development of writing and bookmaking has made 
necessary the addition of material along those lines. 

Exhibits have been placed regularly, as heretofore, in some 
forty-five libraries, schools, and other institutions of Greater 
Cleveland. During the last few months Andrews Institute, 
Willoughby, has been a regular borrower, thus extending our 
sphere of influence on the east even farther than on the west, 
where the Art Department of the Rocky River Public Schools 
is especially glad, because of its distance from the Museum,

to have exhibits and classroom loans. Work with East Cleve- 
land, where the Public Library and its North Branch have had 
Museum exhibits from time to time for several years, has been 
extended somewhat by the lending of material, as needed, to 
four of the elementary schools which have exhibit cases. It is 
appropriate that Lakewood, the most remote of our larger 
suburbs, should have more Museum service for its size than 
any other section of Greater Cleveland. The Lakewood Public 
Library, which is in close touch with the Public Schools, allows 
us two exhibit cases in its Main Library and one in its Madison 
Branch. Exhibits are usually arranged to correlate with school 
work and can be more extensive than in other places because 
of the greater space. In addition there are two cases at the 
Lakewood High School and one in each of the four junior high 
schools, in which Museum material is displayed regularly, 
always with reference to school topics. 

4 Miss Underhill has tended to give increasingly more atten- 
: tion to the Textile Collection and so correspondingly less to the 
Educational work; but the textiles have become so important 
an element in the educational value of the Museum that there 
has been a positive gain. Miss Underhill was granted a three 
months’ leave of absence during the summer for the purpose of 
studying textile collections in Europe. Miss Bloomberg was 
granted a ten months’ leave of absence for European study; and 
Mrs. Dunn, a short leave to take some courses at the School of 
American Archaeology at Santa Fé. 

Mrs. Mills has been absent since the summer on account of 
ill health. Her advanced drawing classes were taken by Miss 
Irma Fischer and, when the classes were doubled in number, 
by Miss Fischer and Alfred Wands. Mrs. Mills will probably 
return at the beginning of the next season. 

Mrs. Dunn and Mrs. Mills’s book, ““Masks, Marionettes and 
Shadows,” illustrated with drawings by Corydon Bell and 
photographs by Edd A. Ruggles, was published in November 
by Dutton and Company. Miss Gibson’s book, “The Golden 
Bird,” illustrated by Edwin Sommer, was brought out in 
October by the Macmillan Company. Macmillan will also 
bring out next fall an Egyptian story of Mrs. Howard’s, illus- 
trated in part by children in a Museum class and in part by 
Coleman Kubinyi, who was so recently one of the Museum 
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boys. Miss Horton has contributed the text to a series of repro- 
ductions of paintings for school use in teaching art appreciation, 
published by the Harter Company. All of these have had to do 
intimately with work done at the Museum. Miss Gibson’s 
writing has become an important part of her work: her weekly 
articles in the Plain Dealer, her Sunday afternoon stories, 
her contributions to magazines, even her radio talks, which 
have to be written; these are all valuable as education as well as 
publicity and one cannot draw a line between them. This year 
she wrote, as well, a Christmas play for the children, based on 
the legend of “Le Jongleur de Dieu.” It was medieval in setting, 
and Mr. Quimby introduced a number of medieval songs and 
directed the music. The play was produced under the direction 
of Katherine Wick Kelly of the Playhouse, assisted by Norma 
Leitch Dershimer, in charge of costumes. 

No staff occupation has been allowed for an instant to inter- 
fere with giving help to a class or an individual. No class has 
been turned away. Each staff member is soin the habit of giving 
help where it is asked, that he has to make a distinct effort to 
realize that there is need for publicity. Yet extension of work 
among adults is recognized as our immediate problem.

This year has been the most successful that this department 
has had. Sales have increased slightly, and work has been 
handled with greater promptness. We have not had extra help 
at any time and have operated within the budget allowance.The 
rearrangement of the workshop has been as fully successful as 
we hoped so that our working space, though actually the same 
number of square feet, seems about twice as large. We have 
completed approximately one thousand orders and have added 
more than nine hundred negatives to our files, which now 
number nearly ten thousand. One photograph printing ma- 
chine has been replaced with the most modern one on the mar- 
ket. A small amount of type has been purchased, mostly to 
replace worn-out material. Before we can add to our stock of 
type to any useful extent, more compact type cases will have 
to be purchased as there is no space available for expansion.

The year 1927 records many rare and beautiful accessions, 
which exceed in value those of the previous year, although there 
were many notable additions in 1926 to the permanent collec- 
tions of the Museum. Objects on loan in 1927 also show a 
greater total value than those of the year before, both individual 
loans and loans for special exhibitions. More insurance coverage 
was written in 1927 than in 1926. 

The opening special exhibition was from the Foreign Section 
of the Twenty-Fifth International Exhibition at Carnegie 
Institute. Thirteen other exhibitions followed during the year, 
among them the Ninth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleve- 
land Artists and Craftsmen, which was larger than ever before, 
there being 1697 entries. Selected paintings from this exhibition 
were sent to Akron and to the Ohio State Fair and were shown 
for the period of a month in each place. 

Paintings for the One Hundred and Twenty-Third Annual 
Exhibition of the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts were 
received by the Museum, passed upon by a jury, and later 
shipped to Philadelphia. 

We have many inquiries from other museums regarding our 
system of registration, and this strengthens our belief that our 
system is a good one. Our Department of Photography con- 
tinues the use of sensitized cards for registration photographs, 
which give complete satisfaction with the assurance that our 
work will be always up to date. 

The amount of insurance coverage written by this depart- 
ment was $922,139.35.

The haphazard appropriations for book purchases which had 
been, up to last year, the only dependence for the development 
of the Library Collection were replaced in 1927 by incomes 
definitely assigned to the purchase of books. The income from 
the Hermon A. Kelley Art Library Fund of $10,000, established 
in June, 1926, by Mrs. Kelley and her sons, became available 
in 1927; and this year marked the initiation of the five-year 
program brought about by the annual gifts of agroupof Trustees. 

The first purchases made possible by these assured funds 
were the series of fine folio illustrations composing the Denk- 
miler griechischer und rémischer Skulptur, second series, for 
the Classical Department and the publications of the Inter- 
national Chalcographical Society consisting of facsimiles of 
engravings of the old masters, for the Print Study Room. Many 
important purchases followed these, both standard works which 
had been prohibitive in price and new publications which should 
be included in a reference library devoted to art and designed 
as a laboratory for specialists in all branches of art work in 
Cleveland and over the territory influenced by this Museum. 

The progress of the Library in extending its service to the 
Staff and the public has been constant, as shown in the yearly 
statistics as well as in less obvious ways. This has been accom- 
plished in the face of unavoidable changes in the usual routine 
of the Department. The resignations of two members of the 
Library staff and extended absences within the year of three 
others have caused readjustments that have been met with the 
least possible interruption in the service rendered. All statistics 
which endeavor to measure the use made of the Library facili- 
ties show an increase in 1927, the slide loans of 37,524, for 
instance, being 41% above last year’s record. The number of 
accessions to the slide collection has been unusually high, 
largely because of the gift of an anonymous donor through Mr. 
Charles B. Martin. 130 slides of Hungarian art were given in 
the name of the Museum of Fine Arts, Budapest. The out-of- 
town demands on the slide collection have increased consider- 
ably during the year; but this service is not possible on a large 
scale under present conditions as there are but few duplicate 
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slides and those in the regular collection are in demand during 
the winter season by the Museum Staff and by borrowers in 
Cleveland, who must be given preference over non-residents. 
The gifts to the Library have been generous and valued: 
books, magazines, photographs, lantern slides, post cards, and 
many useful pamphlets. Of the books, two were: The Catalogue 
of Early Italian Majolica in the Collection of Mortimer L. Schiff, 
and the sumptuous Catalogue of the Collection of George and 
Florence Blumenthal, New York, in four volumes. The Hispanic 
Society of America presented 48 of their publications; and the 
Trustees of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York, sent 
the fifth volume of the Robb de Peyster Tytus Memorial Series, 
“Two Ramesside Tombs at Thebes.” These gifts, with others 
of equal importance, make a highly appreciated addition to the 
Library. A complete list of donors will be found on page 73.

Through ten years of continuous service our heating, venti- 
lating, and conditioning systems have proved very satisfactory 
and have required a minimum amount for upkeep. 

In order to maintain a uniformity of temperature and 
humidity in galleries and storage, it is necessary to operate the 
plant continuously day and night throughout the heating 
season. In the summer it is also necessary, on exceptionally 
humid days, to furnish heat during the night in order to prevent 
any damage which might result from excessive moisture. During 
the year approximately 600 tons of coal were consumed at a 
cost of $3,392.34. The cost of operating the heating, lighting, 
and ventilating systems for the year amounted to $17,574.99. 

In our emergency lighting system, an automatic double-throw 
switch was installed; this eliminates the inconvenience and 
danger of throwing in the old-style switch in a dark room. 

In 1926 experimental work was startedon a new lighting system 
over Gallery VI, which proved so satisfactory that this year 
Galleries VII, VIII, IX, and X were equipped with the new 
installation. The engineering department of Nela Park makes 
the following report on the experimental work: 


Experimental 

After observation it was decided to conduct the majority of the experimen- 
tal work in Gallery VI since this gallery was small in size and, being an end 
gallery, the multiplicity of steel girders overhead made this the most difficult 
one to light. A cross section of the gallery was drawn to determine the angles 
in which it was desirable to confine the majority of the light flux. Of course, 
the object is to obtain a uniform level of illumination over the entire hanging 
area with a considerable lower level of illumination on the upper cornice and 
in the center of the floor. 

In order to obtain a uniformly luminous skylight it is desirable to mount 
the units at considerable distance above the glass, but in these galleries this 
could not be accomplished since the steel girders clear the skylight area by 
only approximately three feet. 


Reflectors 

It was found by experiment that the use of prismatic glass reflectors resulted 
in a more uniform appearance of the skylight due to the fact that there was 
an absence of the sharp cutoff of light which occurs when a metal or mirrored 
unit is used. Because of the higher efficiency of the larger lamps and the greater 
ease of maintenance resulting from a reduction in the number of units, it

was decided to use a few large lamps rather than many small ones. To more 
nearly reveal the actual colors in the paintings the Mazda Daylight lamp was 
used. 

Laboratory experiments indicated that it was possible to obtain a very 
nearly desired light distribution by the use of 1000 watt lamp and holder in 
connection with the 500 watt Holophane reflector No. 652. The light center 
was adjusted so as to obtain the desired angle for the maximum light flux. 
The proper location of thelamp made it necessary to grind off the top of the 
reflector somewhat in order to provide sufficient clearance. 


Mounting 

The specially designed mounting constructed for the support of the units 
gives the utmost flexibility, enabling one to accurately adjust each reflector 
in proper position. By the use of flexible cable and separate connectors each 
unit may be readily detached and brought back to firm footing for a thorough 
cleaning and then returned to its exact location. 

Beneath each bank of reflectors a heavy chicken wire screen is placed as a 
safety measure to prevent possible broken lamp or reflector from striking the 
skylight. This screen also serves as a mounting for a one foot square of trac- 
ing cloth which is placed directly beneath each lamp. This serves as a diffuser 
and prevents the appearance of a bright spot which would otherwise result 
from the direct rays of the lamp. 

The beams themselves serve as baffles to cut off the light from the upper 
wall area, and additional baffles of sheet metal are located in the proper posi- 
tion. 


Results 

The new installation has proved very satisfactory. The number of lamps 
and units in this group of galleries has been decreased from approximately 
350 to 32. This together with the ease of maintenance afforded by the im- 
proved mounting will result in a decided saving in maintenance cost. 

The readings which were taken when the original installation was first in 
operation in 1916 indicated an average level of illumination of five-foot candles 
over the hanging area. The units had deterioriated and were out of adjust- 
ment to such an extent that the average level of illumination had dropped to 
approximately 1.6 foot candles. 

The new system as now installed with its 30% decrease in wattage and its 
simplified maintenance gives in the neighborhood of 2.8 foot candle average 
over the hanging area. By the use of a 1500 watt Mazda Daylight lamp in place 
of the 1000 watt lamp now in use, the illumination could be raised to the origi- 
nal standard of five-foot candles without any additional change in the newly 
installed equipment. 


During the year a large amount of work was done on the 
building, both repairs and installations. Among the more 
important undertakings were: (a) covering outside gallery walls 
above the roof with copper to eliminate the penetration of 
moisture through the brick walls; (b) installing two twenty- 
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ampere receptacles in the center balconies of the Lecture Hall 
to control spot lights; (c) rebuilding Print Shop and construct- 
ing partition in West Attic for Print Shop supplies; (d) plaster- 
ing walls of Loggia and installing marble bases; (e) installing 
of metal roof under skylight and over ceiling of Gallery IV. 
This roof is made of galvanized corrugated iron to protect the 
decorative ceiling of Gallery IV from condensation. 

Ten objects were in the repair shop. Two of these had incrus- 
tation removed; the others were repaired. One hundred and 
thirty-five shop ‘orders were completed, aggregating $5,844.59. 
Among them were: a Kensington case and seventy-five print 
frames for the Houston Museum of Fine Arts, Houston, Texas; 
eight whitewood pedestals with molding on base, for the 
Classical Department; the building and installation of two 
double windows in Gallery XV. 

The condition of the grounds remains practically unchanged 
except for two elms planted on the south lawn in February. On 
October 12, a concrete foundation for the base of a marble ped- 
estal was installed on the center grass plot on the north side of 
the building; but the bronze statue, “City Fettering Nature,” 
by Alexander Blazys, was not delivered and set in position until 
December 14. On July 28, John Pishek, who had been employed 
as gardener at the Museum since 1916, left our employ on ac- 
count of ill health. Merten Gariepy, a student of Purdue Uni- 
vresity, is now employed as gardener. 

Miss Helen Moore, dietitian, was appointed manager of the 
lunch room on March 16. During the time she has been in 
charge there has been a noticeable improvement. In 1927, 
15,254 patrons were served. 

The Department handled 1629 shipments, 290 of which were 
outgoing. The necessary men were supplied to install twenty 
special exhibitions and rearrange various galleries. The Depart- 
ment also furnished men to assist at 87 musical activities and 
108 lectures. Besides, men were on call for 13 meetings not 
scheduled on the regular lecture program, and 3 receptions. 
The last mentioned were the receptions and private views of 
the Work of Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen, the Exhibition 
of Contemporary American Painting, and the Exhibition of 
Drawings by Old and Modern Masters. 

The following force is employed in the Buildings and Grounds 
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Department: Superintendent, two assistants, one clerk, one 
stenographer, and one telephone operator; one engineer, two 
assistant engineers, and three firemen for winter services; 
twelve custodians, one carpenter, one painter (for part time 
only); six utility men; four porters; one gardener and one 
assistant gardener.

WITH CERTIFICATE OF AUDITORS 


The President and Board of Trustees, 
The Cleveland Museum of Art. 


Gentlemen: 


I enclose herewith my report as Treasurer for the fiscal and calendar year 
ending December 31, 1927, which is in the form of four statements or schedules 
as follows: 


Schedule A. Statement of Assets and Liabilities. 
Schedule B. Statement of Operating Expense and Income. 


Schedule C. Statement of Receipts and Expenditures— 
Endowment and other Restricted Funds. 


Schedule D. Combined Statement of all Trust and Endowment 
Funds with purpose for which income is available. 


The fact that the Museum has been operated for considerably less than the 
estimated budget, combined with an extra grant from the John Huntington 
Art and Polytechnic Trust, has resulted in a transfer of a balance to profit 
and loss at the close of the year. 


It should be understood, however, that such uncertain factors as weather 
conditions may have a distinct bearing on operating expenses, and a few 
heavy snowstorms or a protracted period of severe weather would have made 
a considerable difference in the operating cost for 1927. The good showing for 
last year should not make us feel secure, for we are on the verge of a deficit for 
1928. The reduced income from the General Endowment Fund ($4,574.72 
less than for 1926) shows the difficulty of securing desirable investments of 
sufficiently high yield for such funds. A fifteen per cent increase in endowment 
is needed to secure the same amount of income as before, not to speak of 
that needed in addition to provide for the normal development of the oper- 
ating budget.

We have audited the recorded Cash transactions of THE CLEVELAND 
Museum or Art—CLeve ann, for the year ended December 31, 1927, and 
submit herewith Balance Sheet and supporting exhibits, setting forth the 
Operating Assets and Liabilities of the Museum as of December 31, 1927. 
We have also included Statement of Budget Income and Expense and State- 
ment of Cash Receipts and Disbursements pertaining to Endowment and 
other Restricted Fund Income Accounts. Our comments relative to the 
scope of our work are as follows: 


Cash on hand and on deposit at December 31, 1927, as stated in the ac- 
companying Balance Sheet, was satisfactorily accounted for by us. Our 
verification of the recorded Cash transactions during the year under review 
consisted of tracing the recorded receipts directly into the bank deposits and 
examination of cancelled bank checks, with the exception of checks shown 
as outstanding at December 31, 1927, together with pay rolls, invoices and 
other data on file, further supporting the recorded disbursements. 

We secured confirmation from The Guardian Trust Company, Cleveland, 
showing Bonds and Mortgages, aggregating $406,100.00 par value, were 
being held in trust for the Museum at December 31, 1927, same being stated 
in this Balance Sheet at book value of $392,070.00, without adjustment by 
us to reflect market value at December 31, 1927. 

Accounts Receivable of $1,153.34 were proved as to total by trial balance 
of the individual accounts, but we did not correspond with the recorded 
debtors to further verify the correctness of the Museum’s records. Inven- 
tories of Supplies, aggregating $3,336.68, are stated as taken and priced under 
the direct supervision of the management and have been certified to us by 
an official of the Museum. Under the caption of Suspense, various operating 
items have been included which could not be directly charged or credited to 
specific accounts, all of which were satisfactorily accounted for by us. ****
